Old Mystery Still Prevails. 

Around the most recent developments in the 
almost forgotten case hangs the same air of 
mystery that veiled the motive for the shoot- 
ing and its circumstances. What the actions 
are grounded on the women's attorneys re- 
fused to say. Nothing could be learned from 
the records, for only an ambiguous precipe

Pettit’ Destroyed His Papers. 
' Over hight the investigation of the auditors

The continuing examination probably will 
raise that considerably. 

The investigation further disclosed that be- 
fore death Peters had destroyed his persone!

It is 
also believed some of the warehouse receipts 
used as collateral fer the loans were for thou- 
sands of bushels of grain said to be at 
“Peavey A.” The'amount said to be secured 
om such receipts, if they were made eut by 
Pettit, is stated ag around $750,000, divided 


among several banks. 


Must Examine Bank Paper Again.

‘Peavey A,’” said one of the old operators. 
“at the same time there is a belief on the 
street that some of the banks are holding 
forged receipte for a vast amount of wheat 
and oats stated to be there. Whether that 
is so, nothing put a new examination of the 
banks’ paper will show.” 

The exmmination of “A” and another 
scrutiny of the receipts will be made today.

The star of Joseph Weldon Bailey as the 
: intellectual! leader of the senate Democracy 
is waning. 

No longer is Mr. Bailey permitted to speak 
unchallenged for his Democratic colleagues. 
His assumption of the office of spokesman is 
being repudiated daily, his statements are 
criticised, and even denied, and his opinions 
ere flouted. 

The Texan has been placed in such a posi- 
tion by the verbal assaults of his colleagues 
that hereafter he will be regarded merely 
as one of the senators from the wone Star 
state, and as expressing his own views rather 
. than those of the combined Democracy in 
the serate. 

His support has dwindled to two senators— 
Simmons of North Carolina ani Thornton of 
Houlsiana. fo these three men has been 
derisively applied the appellation of ‘* The 
Three Musketeers.” with Bailey as Athos, 
Simmons as Aramis and Thornton as Por- 


thos. 
Fall of Bailey Long Impending. 


It had been apparent for some time that 
tire fell of Mr. Bailey was impending. 
Equipped with a superb mentality, a gifted 
orator, and able to handle himself effectively 
‘rm debate, there were few senators, until the 
present congress, disposed to cross swords 
with him. His adroitness 'n emerging un- 
scathed from an unfortunate position he had 
edopted, his quickness in turning verbal 
somersaults and his alternate use of irony 
and patbos, of sarcasm and appeal, have 
been a source of admiration to the senate and 
the galleri@ and of confusion to chose who 


interrupted him. 

The Texan never has been troubled by the 
meed of being consistent and his course in 
the senate has been marked by astonishing’ 
about faces which in the case of a man of 
weaker mentality would heave precipitated 
his politica! ruin at once. 

The first serious blow Mr. Balley’s assump- 
tion of leadership suffered was in connection 
with the Lorimer case last winter when only 
ten Democrats voted with him to retain the 
Tllinois boss in the senate. 


Texan Loses Following. 

The Texan was unable to hold even this 
following on March 4, when, at the instance 
of Senator Owen of Oklahoma, the senate 
voted on the proposition to approve the con- 
stitutions of Arizona and New Mexico. 

Qniy two-Deéemocrats voted with Bailey, 
and the Texan became so piqued that he re- 
signed his office of senator, but upon re- 
tiec tions withdrew his resigz.ation e few hours 
later. ; 

Senator Stohe of Missouri always has been 
a thorn in the side of Bailey and never has 
hesitated to question the Texan’s Democracy. 
The new Democratic senators, who assumed 
their. seats et the beginning of the present 
extra session, have followed the tactics of 
Mr. Stone, with the result that Mr. Bailey 
is being “ubjected to some rough handling 
in Cebate He early dnnounced his opposi- 
tion to the Canadian reciprocity agreement, 
but has been able to obtain only two re- 
eruits—Simmons and Thornton. 


: Assailed by Colleagues. 

The Texan has found himself assailed by 
Reed of Missouri, Hitchcock of Nebraska. 
and others and yesterday found his Democ- 
racy attacked by John Sharp Williams of 
Missiszinpl. 

Mg. Williams has not the smooth oratorical 
flow of Balley, but he is unquestionably one 
of the best rough ané€ ready debaters in 
either branch of congress. While a member of 

“the house he had’ample opportunity for prac- 
tice, and as minority leader made a record 
which proved of value to the Democracy. 

Mr. Williams and Mr. Bailey differ on the 
tariff and Mr Williams, who is a deep 
student. and a man cf wide reading, is un- 
doubtedly better irformed on this question 
than is the Texan. Moreover, he t- © good 
lawyer and has a lot of nerve. 

The results of the bouts up to date have 
been favorable to the Mississippian and the 
anti-Bailey Democrats, who have long been 
looking for some one able to cope with the 
Texan, are we*ring broad smile of satisfac- 
tion.

Witnesses Assert Goods Are Misrepre- 
sented to Buyers. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.]} 

Washington, D. C., July 12—(Special)— 
Charges that the big mail order houses of 
Chicago habitually misrepresent their goods 
to farmers and other buyers by catalogue 
were made today by the opponents of a par 
cele post who appeared before the Lioyd sub- 
committee of the house. 

The accusers maintained that the mail 
order concerns would be the only bene- 
ficiaries from a parcels post and that the 
government ought not to encourage such in- 
iquitous institutions. 

It was asserted the charge of misrepresen- 
tation of goods was based on an extensive 
investigation of the catalogue houses. Sears, 
Roebuck & Co., it was declared, was indicted 
as a result of this inquiry on a charge of 
using the mails to defraud, but the case was 
thrown out of court on technicalities. 


Picture Long List of Evils. 

The opponents of the proposed general 
package carrying system who appeared to- 
day were mostly representatives of farm 
implement and hardware dealers. They 
prophesied that every conceivable calamity 
would be the result of a parcels post. They 
said it would drive country stores out of 
business, eliminate traveling saiesmen, ruin 
smal! towns, depreciate real estate and farm 
values, injure the express companies, dis- 
turb freight rates, enrich mall order houses 
and metropolitan wholesale and department 
stores, injure the businese of manufacturers 
and wholesalers generally, and demoralize 
the farmer. 

P. T. Rathbun of Springfield, Ohio, repre- 
senting the Nationa! Federation of Retail 
Implement and Vehicle Dealers’ Aseocia- 
tions, was the first who made the charge of 
misrepresentation against the Chicago mail 
order houses. 

Chairman Lioyd said that in his district in 
Missouri! the chief opposition to a parcels 
Post came from the hardware and implement 
dealers, the druggists next in order, and the 
grocers next, while clothing dealers made 
practically no protest. He wanted to know 
why the hardware men were ao active in 
opposition. 

“One reason is that the mail order houses 
have been selling {implements at cost and 
under and we have had to take steps to pro- 
tect ourselves,’’ said M. L. Corey of Argos, 
ind., secretary of the Nationa] Retall Hard- 
ware association. “That's why we are 
against the parcels post, which the mail 
order houses want.’’ 


Liczd Seeks Information. 

‘Why don't you have them prosecuted for 
misrepresentation of goods through the me- 
dium of the mails?’* asked Mr. Lloyd. 

Mr. Rathbun sald tnat had been tried, but 
was not successful. He submitted a sample 
page from the Sears, Roebuck & Co. cata- 
logue offering a brand of paint, the guarantee 
of which he said had been found by a gov- 
ernment agricultural experiment station to 
be ridiculously exaggerated. 

L. C. Abbott of Marshalltown, Ia., rep- 
resenting the Iowa Hardware Dealers’ as- 
sociation, thought the parcels post would 
greatly disturb freight rates, 

“Tne fact is,” he said, “the sentiment 
for a parcels post is manufactured. I saw 
the same editorial favoring a parcels Post 
appear the same day last February in Tug 
CHICAGO TRIBUNE. the Des Moines Register- 
Leader, and the Marshalltown Times. You 
can't tell me the farmers were responsible 
for that. No, the movement fs organized and 
cames from the top, not the bottom.”

Improvement Board Members De- 
cide to Order Definite Estimates 


OPEN HEARINGS TO CEASE. 


No More Public Diseassion Until Ex. 


perts Turn in Report. 


The board of local improvements may de- 
cide today whom it will engage to make an 
estimate of the cost of the elevated link 
connecting the north and south side boule- 
vard systems. 

At a public hearing yesterday it was de- 
cided to get an estimate of the cost of the 
improvement submitted by the Chicago plan 
commission before taking further action. 
Present estimates of the cost range from 
$6,000,000 to $10,000,000, but engineers will 
be engaged to get a more definite estimate. 
No more public hearings will occur until 
the engineers make their report to the board. 

The board yesterday heard arguments 
beth for and against the improvement. 
Ghariles H. Wacker, chairman of the Chicago 
Plan commission, speke in favor of the 
scheme, which has taken three years to 
work out. A number of owners of prop- 
erty near the site of the proposed boule- 
vard also urged the adoption of the plan. 
Members of the Michigan Avenue Improve- 
ment association, which objects to the plan, 
attended the meeting and protested against 
the scheme. 


To Get Outside Engineers. 

After hearing arguments from both efdes 
Clayton Smith, vice president of the board, 
made the motion to have an estimate of the 
costs prepared. The board's engineers will 
not prepare the estimate, but outside en- 
gineers will be employed. 

George A. Schilling, president of the board, 
invited protesting property owners to sub- 
mit any Plans they would like to suggest in 
connection with the proposed improvement. 

The scheme under consideration is known 
as plan No. 3 and is the choice of the Chicago 
plan commission. Mr. Wacker explained the 
plan in detalilat the public hearing yesterday. 

“Any citizen of Chicago who is at all ac- 
quainted with conditions,’’ said Mr. Wacker, 
“must admit thet the traffic condition in 
Michigan avenue and the zone which will be 
benefited by this improvement is badly 
congested. Some scientific way of eliminat- 
ingthe congestion must be worked out, and 
the elevated scheme seems the only solution. 

‘This plan provides for the future. Mich- 
igan is destined to bear the heaviest business 
of any thoroughfare in the city and we must 
bulld to that.end.”’ 


Subway Plan Rejected. 

Ald. Fred Britten inquired whether the 
commission had considered the plan of link- 
ing the boulevard systems together by build- 
ing a subway from Grant park to the lake 
shore property on the north eide known as 
“ Streeterville.” Mr. Wacker said that 
scheme had been considered and rejected. 

Ald. Britten then made a speech in opposi- 
tion to the boulevard and referred to itasa 
“boulevard on stilts.”” Ald. Hisher of.the 
Thirty-second ward protested against the use 
of that term and spoke in favor of the project. 

John Chapman, representing the McCor- 
mick estate; W. D. Kerfoot, A. C. Bartlett, 
and E. B. Butler spoke in favor of the link. 
George Packard, president of the Michigan 
Avenue Improvement association, was 
among those who opposed it.

Last Witnesses in Widows’ Trial 
Heard Before Judge Cooper. 


WILL ARGUE POINTS TODAY. 


Upham Says Distribution Plan Was

Widows of the firemen who lost their lives 
in the stock yards fire last December finished 
their contentions in their action for a receiver 
to distribute the $211,000 relief fund yester- 
day, and only arguments remain to be made 
before Judge William Fenimore Cooper to- 
day. 

The members of the citizens’ relief commit- 
tee, whose disposition of the money and pro- 
posed methods of distribution have inspired 
charges of favoritism, offered two witnesses 
in their defense to the widows’ suit. These 
witnesses were Bernard E. Sunny, president 
of the Chicago Telephone company, and Fred 
W. Upham of the board of review, both mém- 
bers of the committee which collected the 
fund. 

Defends Horan Family Fund. 

The charge of the widows’ bill that the fam- 
ilies of Fire Chief James Horan and Assistant 
Chief William Burroughs had been unduly 
favored with a greater proportion of the fund 
than the families of the other firemen was 
answered by Mr. Upham. 

“I think the fand was composed largely of | 
money contributed by the friends of ‘Jim’ 
Horan,” he said. “In the distribution plan 
the salaries of the men and the previous in- 
come of their families was taken into consid- 
eration. We understood that the pensions 
paid to firemen or their widows are based 
upon the salaries paid to the men before their 
connection with the department ceased.” 


Mr. Sunny Testifies. 

Mr: Sunny defended the distribution plan 
and-the investment of the fund money in 
bonds from which the widows are to have 
regular incomes and the ultimate distribu- 
tion of the fund to their heirs. Denial was

Shark 
measures 76 feet on deck and has a waterline 
length of 45 feet, with a 14 foot beam and « draft 
of 10% feet.
